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Election/Restriction 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 6 and 7, drawn to a method of detecting breast cancer comprising 
detecting mRNA and cDNA in a sample and amplifying said cDNA, 
classified in class 435, subclass 91 .2. 

II. Claim 8, drawn to a method of detecting breast cancer comprising 
isolating mRNA and detecting a translation product, classified in class 
436, subclass 86. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
The methods of Groups I and II differ in the method objectives, method steps and 

parameters in the reagents used. 

Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different invention of Group I requires the implementation of polymerase chain reaction 
(PCR) and the detection of cDNA, whereas .the invention of Group II does not. The 
different invention of Group II requires the detection of a polypeptide, which can be 
facilitated with an antibody. These methods of the two different inventions are not 
useable or searchable together. 
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3. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 
different classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper, 

4. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. Because these inventionsare independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 
recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper.
